DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species 1: figures 1-4 

Species 2: figure 5 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic claim. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

2. During a telephone conversation with John Park on 9/27/2004, a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of species 1, claims 1-24. 
Claims 25-38 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
25-38 that are non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 25-38 have been 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or render obvious a lie-down massager comprising: a base frame 
having an elongated top panel having an elongated top opening formed centrally and 
lengthwisely through the elongated top panel; a rider provided below the elongated top 
panel the base frame to make a horizontally reciprocal movement relative to the base 
frame; a lifter liftedly engaged to the rider to make a vertically reciprocal movement 
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relative to the rider; a massage member fixed downwardly to the lifter, wherein first and 
second supports are horizontally aligned along a top portion of the massage member; 
and in combination with all the elements and further including means for allowing the 
first and second supports to repeatedly approach to and distance from each other within 
the elongated opening; massage bumps attached atop the first and second supports; 
and a pad covering the massage bumps and the elongated opening of the base frame. 
More specifically, the prior art fails to additionally include a means for allowing the 
horizontally aligned first and second supports of the massager member to repeatedly 
approach to and distance from each other within the elongated opening of the top panel.
